T he Kansas City Star recently printed an editorial showing 
the duty a citizen owes his community. 
You make your home in 
a town and the fact that you earn your livelihood there, that your 
family resides there, indicates that because of the advantages you 
receive, you should also give something in return. 
A town or community is more than a mere collection of build­ 
ings. 
I; should house /avie spirit. 
The Kansas City Star edito­ 
rial follows: 
A citizen of New Bedford, Mass., the other day gave eight 
acres of land to the city for park purposes. 
Considering the value of the land, the need of a park and the 
impulse behind the deed, the gift was regarded as generous and 
notable. 
This citizen came to the United States some years ago from 
Poland. 
He had little to start life in the new country. 
He has 
spent most of the intervening years in New Bedford. 
Ile has 
prospered. 
Ile is grateful. 
He has taken this way of expressing 
his gratitude to the town that helped him to succeed and the coun­ 
try that gave him opportunity. 
This is not an extraordinary manifestation of gratitude of 
this kind— to leave out of consideration the degree— is not nearly 
so frequent as it should he. 
There are those who are deeply and gratefully appreciative 
of any and all factors that contribute to their success, their hap­ 
piness. 
At the other extreme there are those who, to begin with, as­ 
sume the world owes them a living although they may not he able 
to show how ithe world became their debtor. 
Even among those who have prospered there are some who 
give no credit to anyone or to anything except themselves, and 
they are apt to say the world owes them whatever success they 
are able to make out of it. 
At least this is better than to demand 
a living without giving anything in return for it. 
But no kind of real success is an independent creation, the 
achievement of an individual unaided. 
Opportunity created by society, assistance, advice, hints, sug­ 
gestions, favors, encouragement, inspiration, .circumstances— these 
or some of these have been factors in every success, whether it be 
the accumulation of fortune, the achievement of distinction, the 
attainm ent of honors or that more im portant— because much mure 
general, success, a reasonable competence, together with the love 
of friends and the respect of the community. 
For success is a relative term. 
It is not for all to achieve in the same way or in the same 
measure, nor is there any common point of ambition. 
Yet everyone who has lived and succeeded in a community 
( \ves something beside taxes to that community. 
Not all can give parks, but all can give service. 
Not all can give tangible return for the intangible values that 
may have entered into their success. 
But surely the society in which they live, the government un 
der which they are protected are entitled to their best thought and 
active co-operation. 
And there could hardly be a more despicable product of any 
community than a citizen who has made his success and then turns 
against the welfare and progress of that community. 
Kansas City, for example, has its full quota of successful eiti 
zen s. 
The business establishments, the homes, the motor cars, the 
various evidences of prosperity that reflect the condition of the 
great majority, attest this fact. 
Among the successful are many who have given generously b 
public institutions and enterprises; still more have given abun­ 
dantly of their time and thought and direction. 
Yet leadership 
has fallen heavily on the few, and even the ranks of supporters 
are thin compared with the claims the community has on a much 
larger number. 
If success made in Kansas City— big and little success— 
should once undertake to pay back to Kansas City what it owes, 
there would be no consistent program of progress and betterment 
too big for accomplishment. 
In such an undertaking the claim and rights of the city would 
transcend all purely selfish considerations, all narrow partisanism, 
and would seek and welcome all sincere and helpful co-operation. 
We can't exactly open accounts with the city, with debit and 
credit columns; but the man who is grateful for what his city has 
done for him does not need figures to work from.
